range pipeline repair and replace-
ment program,

The rest of the funds allocated
to this area this year will go into
repairs and replacements in the
company’s natural gas transmis-
sion system, and’ into the new
buildings and equipment needed
to care for the steady enlarge-
ment of the business here.

The company's total -capital
‘udgm this year amounts to more
than $32,000,000. This is the sev-

. enth consecutive year that capi-
tal expenditures to keep abreast
of the continued growth of South-
etn California will be in excess of
$25,000,000, Green stated.,
